This in itself Is enough to cause delin- 
uency.

So the thing that we must do is this. Attempt to correct any 
f the aforementioned if they exist in our homes. Give the boys 
nd girls new and changing experience. Trade them something 
etter than what they have now. More understanding, more 
ove. and security. Give them something to do. Give them rec- 
 eation. This will help solve the problem of Juvenile delinquency 
n our community.
